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INTRODUCTION, 


HE poor are a large, as well as 

_ uſeful part of the community; 
they ſupply both the neceſſary and orna- 
mental articles of life; and they have, 
therefore, a juſt claim to the protection 
of the rich, whoſe intereſts muſt dire& 
them to encourage the induſtrious in their 
employments, to frame laws for the main- 
tenance of their rights, and to ſuccor 
them in the misfortunes to which they

This mutual obligation between the rich 
and the poor, neither ef whom could long 
ſubſiſt without the aid of the other, has 
in all nations formed the moſt natural and

cannot be juſt, without being formed from 
the whole, both with reſpect to the lower 
as well as the higher ſtations of life. 
When I conſider the diſtreſſes of the 
indigent, I rather admire that the inſtances 
of their . miſcondut ſhould be fo rare: 
when they behold the affluence, eaſe and 
indulgence of their ſuperiors; when, in 
ſpite of their utmoſt induſtry, they can 
with difficulty ſupport their families; and 
wett ſickneſs and diſappointments. ſuper- 
vene z; it is not o be wondered at, if ſqme 
expreſſions of diſcontent ſhould break forth 
amongſt; them. But let ſuch only judge

But from whatever cauſes the prevailing 
diſtreſſes of the poor may originate, pre- 
ſent miſery requires preſent aid, whereby 
health, which is ſo neceſſary to their ſub- 

ſiſtence, will be ſooner reſtored; famine 
and a priſon avoided; the nation enriched 
by induſtry, and a hardy race of uſeful 
members preſerved to the community. The 


occaſions: of making ourſelves happy, by 
extending relief to the needy, are num 
berleſs, and even ſeem adapted to diffuſe 


happineſs more generally among mankind. 


If affluence ny eee, could uni- 


2 verſally 
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ver ſally prevail, the benevolent would not 
experience the inexpreſſible pleaſure of re. 
lieving the diſtreſſed; neither could there 
exiſt that grateful ſatisfaction, which mo- 
deſt indigence ever feels from well. timed 
ſuccor. In this city, however, there is 
no probability that theſe cauſes: of mu- 
tual pleaſure will ever be removed; but, 
on the other hand, the affluence of ſome. 
riſes in proportion to the neceſſities of 
others, whoſe wants as i 3694 
their aſhſtance. 

A little good, properly direQed; Hoſes!

The General Diſpenſary affords a ſtri- 
king inſtance of the great advantages which 
may ariſe. from ſmall beginnings ; a few 
benevolent gentlemen, who form a little 
ſociety, or club, firſt concerted this uſe- 
ful inſtitution, by whoſe influence the 
number of ſubſcribers towards its eſta- 
bliſhment, in the year 1770, amounted 
to about an hundred, when a phyſician 
was choſen, whoſe abilities and diligence 
in his profeſſion, contributed to promote 
the reputation and proſperity of the Diſ- 
penſary, and to add ſeveral ſubſcribers to 
its ſupport; the number of whom being 
augmented to upwards of three hundred, 
at the commencement of the year 1773. 
and the medical employment conſequently 
becoming very laborious to Dr. Hulme, 
an additional phyſician was propoſed; and 
the e were pleaſed to elect me to

that office, during the conteſt for which 
about one hundred and fifty governors were 
added. eggs | 

A ſurgeon was afterwards elected, when 
the ſubſcribers were increaſed to fix hun- 
dred at leaſt, From this gradual acceſ- 
fion there is reaſon to think that this 
mode of giving medical aſſiſtance, may 
ſoon be extended to every part of the 
metropolis, as well as to other large towns 
in this kingdom. Inſtitutions of this kind, 
I am informed, have been already adopted 
one or two places; and with' a view to 
promote their farther increaſe, I ſhall an- 
nex the plan of the General Diſpenſary in 


London. 


The circumſtance of viſiting patients at 
their own habitations, being peculiarly la- 
borious to the phyſicians, I have been o- 


bliged haſtily to draw up the following 


pages, the caſes being printed from notes 

taken at the bedſide : but while the reader 

will fee that I have paid very little atten- 
tion

tion to elegance of ſtyle, J hope my en- 
deavors to promote the intereſts of medi- 
cine, which are ſynonimous with the pub- 
lic good, will not appear to have been ex- 
erted in vain, 

I have availed myſelf in this work of 
ſome caſes which fell under my obſerva- 
tion in private practice, and which tended 
to ſupport or confirm thoſe that occurred 
in the Diſpenſary; but they are diſtinguiſh- 
ed from the latter by an aſteriſm, placed 
at the head of each. 
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OF THE 


GENERAL DISPENSARY. 


HE deſign of this inſtitution is to 
adminiſter advice and medicines to 

the poor, not only at the Diſpenſary, but 
alſo at their own habitations ; Which lat- 
ter circumſtance is an advantage peculiar 
to this plan. And notwithſtanding the 
pl many 
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many excellent charities, already ſubſiſt- 
ing for relief of the ſick, in and about 
this great metropolis, yet, when it is 
conſidered how many poor, from the 
nature of their circumſtances and diſ- 
orders, are ſtill neceſſarily confined to 
their wretched dwellings, and periſh 
through want of proper aſſiſtance, the 
utility of this inſtitution becomes ob- 
vious. | 

It is preſumed that this charity will 
be particularly ſerviceable to ſuch poor 
laboring families, when viſited with ill- 
neſs, as have not wherewith to aſſiſt 
themſelves, and yet are willing to exert 
their utmoſt endeavors for ſupport in 
fickneſs as well as in health. What plea- 
ſure muſt it therefore afford the benevo- 
lent and humane to ſtep in, at this cri- 
| tical time of diſtreſs, to their aſſiſtance, 
and to be, under Providence, the happy 
inſtruments of relieving thoſe poor objects 
under their various affiictions ! 
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THIS CHARIT extends alſo to the 


diſeaſes of children ; as it is too evident, 
that many of theſe, under a variety of 
ſight maladies which affect their tender 
frames, ate, by neglect or improper treat- 
ment, totally loſti to the public, or if, 
they ſurvive, are rendered uſeleſs, if not 
burthenſome members of the community. 
It is a melancholy truth, that near half 
the number born in London die under Two 
years of age. 

The ſubſcription is Grad low, with a 
view to render the charity more exten- 
five, and give the induſtrious poor an 
eaſy opportunity of obtaining recommen- 


dations, from their benevolent neighbours, ' 


on the earlieſt attack of fickneſs; and 
thereby of receiving immediate help before 
their diſeaſes have acquired that degree 
of violehce, which indigence and delay 
muſt neceſſarily occaſion. 

The promoters of this undertaking there- 


fore flatter themſelves, that the humanity 
big . and 
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and importance thereof will ſufficiently re- 


commend it: they rejoice in the encou- 


ragement it hath already received, and 


doubt not its continuing to meet with that 


attention from the public, which the na- 
ture and utility of the inſtitution ſo deſer-

The Diſpenſary is ſituated in Alderſ- 
gate-ſtreet, where a phyſician attends at 
eleven o'clock” every day {Sundays ex- 
cepted) to give advice to ſuch out- pa- 
tients as ſhall come recommended, and 
to viſit the home- patients at the places 
of their abode, as the caſe may require. 
By out-patients are meant, ſuch as 


are able to attend the Diſpenſary; by 


homeypatiepts, ſuch gas are not able to 
attend. 
Though home patients are, for the pre- 
ſent, ſuch only as live within the city and 
liberties of London; yet out- patients are 
relieved without any reſtriction as to place 
of dle ide hce.

Perſons ſubſcribing one guinea annually 
to the ſupport of this charity, are gover- 
nors during the continuance of their ſub- 
ſcriptions, and intitled to have One pa- 
tient at a time upon the Diſpenſary lift. 

Governors ſubſcribing two guineas an- 
nually, are intitled to have Two patients 
upon the liſt. 

A benefaction of ten guineas conſtitutes 
a governor for life, and admits Two pa- 
tients at a time upon the books.

N every part of the world, where re- 
1 cords of phyſic have been preſerved, 
putrid fevers,, or thoſe attended 
with- ſymptoms of putreſcency, have 
been diſtinguiſhed by their violence and, 
B fatality ; 
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fatality; as well as by the uniformity of 
thoſe pes vi almoſt —_—

It is not my deſign, i in this * to enter 
into the diſtinctions of particular fevers, 
but principally to record ſome caſes of 
the putrid kind, which have come under 
my own obſervation, without meaning to 
depreciate the practice or ſucceſs of other 
phyficians, or to claim more deference to 
the following method of treatment, than 
the facts themſelves demand. | 

From ſome attention to the ſymptoms 
of fever in general, I am ready to conclude, 
that they may properly be referred to three 
kinds (), viz. the inflammatory, the ner- 
vous, and the mixed of theſe two (). But

in practice I conceive it principally neceſ- 


ſary to confine our attention to the inflam- 


matory and putrid ſymptoms, wherein our 
remedies will particularly be directed to 
alleviate and ſtop either the ſymptoms of 
inflammation or thoſe of putreſcency ; thus, 
although, in the ſame patient, the former 
ſtate may firſt be evident, and the putre- 
ſcent ſtate ſucceed, the mode of treatment 
will be conducted and varied agreeable to 
the changes in the ſymptoms. The inflam-

and the laſt writer on fevers in this city, has no lefs than 
ſix different fevers, from fix different morbid lentors in the 
blood ; but happily for the human conſtitution, not one of 
theſe lentors is proved. Nothing indeed has diſgraced phyſic 
more, than to ſee-with what duplicity terms are adopted, 
and cauſes of diſeaſes deſcribed, which were never autho- 
rized by fat; this lentor, which has heen carefully exhi- 
bited in its-various metamorphoſes, of being too thick or too 
thin, too hard or too ſoft, too ſour or too ſalt, too volatile 
or too fixed, too alcaline or too ſulphureous, as cauſes of 
different diſeaſes, has never yet been found primarily to exiſt 
in any part of the ſanguiferous ſyſtem. Whenever I make 
uſe of the term putrid fever, I mean ſuch a fever as is attended 


with ſymptoms , indicating putreſcency, without any regard 


to its original appearance.

ſpeaking of a violent fever in Italy, an. 1621. Et quo 
magis hæ pluviæ perſeverebant, eo etiam maligniores he 
febres fiebant. Dr. Alexander, whoſe experiments led him 
to imagine that efluvia from marſhes, &c. had not a pu- 
trid tendency, has been clearly refuted in ſome recent ex- 
periments made by Dr. Prieſtley, an account of which hath 
juſt been laid before the Royal Society. Dr. Home, profeſ- 
ſor of materia medica at Edinburgh, has informed me, that 
the marſh effluvia had ſuch an effect upon the army in Ger- 
many during the late war, that he could nearly aſcertain 
their vicinity to a marſh from the increaſe or decreaſe of 
fevers amongſt them; this is conſiſtent with the experience 
of Pringle, Lind, Tiflot, and that of many other mo- 
derns.

of my own, had I not found that, the 
more implicitly I facrificed my own judg- 


ment, the more unfortunate was the event, ” 


in thoſe caſes which came under my own 
obſervation. A painful ſenſation was hence 
excited in my breaſt at the loſs of a pa- 
tient by the uſual rotine, when I reflected 
that another method of treatment might 
probably have proved ſucceſsful. By my 
election to the General Diſpenſary, a more 
extenſive field of practice afforded me daily 
opportunities of aſcertaining the doubts, 
and clearing up the difficulties, under which 
T had labored ; as I found the ſupine prac- 
tice I had formerly adopted frequently 
marked with fatality, while the following 
ſpirited interpoſition was almoſt uniformly 
ſucceſsful, even in caſes that exhibited the 
moſt dangerous aſpect. By theſe I have 
learned, that a delirium, dyſpnza, with 
pulſe 130 while diſtinct, occurring in pu- 
trid fevers, are rendered as little tremendous, 
as the common ſymptoms of an intermittent, 
by a method of cure neither tedious nor un- 


pleaſant, as the principal remedies I de- 
pend 
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pend upon, beſides good liquors, may be 
reduced to a very narrow compaſs, namely, 


peruvian bark and cold air. 

The difference in conſtitution, age, ſex, 
ſtate of the air, manner of living, and 
ſuch like circumſtances, will doubtleſs re- 
quire the attention of phyſicians, and ſome 
occaſional deviation or addition in the ap- 
plication of remedies, of which they ought 
to be competent judges; for I conſider 


theſe reflections as mere outlines, which 


future obſervation and experience alone can

— In a word, theſe are the very rea- 
ſons for which I would immediately give 
it ();; it promotes a mild perſpiration .

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intereſted : and when I conſider with what 
ſupineneſs theſe alarming ſymptoms have in 
general been treated; and with what timi- 
dity, cordials, as they are termed, or place- 
bos, have been adminiſtered; I cannot but 
confeſs, a painful ſolicitude has been ex- 
cited for the patient. 

Too often the cautious her 
waits for an intermiſſion, and then ven- 
tures to give the bark, when the patient 
has got well without it; or while he is 
employed in watching nature, as it is called, 
he frequently watches the patient to the 
grave. Upon this nullity in practice, the 
authors of the Monthly Review have juſtly 
admitted the following riſible, though very 
applicable critique.

Jam aware it may be objected, that a 
patient will not always bear the bark in a 
putrid fever. — But who ever tried it in 
vain ? T mean not two ſpoonfuls three times 
a day of a weak decoction ; this is de- 
ceiving both phyſician and patient. — In 
a fever, with the urgent ſymptoms of pu- 
trefaction, two ounces of bark a day is 
the leaſt that can be depended upon. My 
common-form, however, is to order three 
ounces of the powder to be hoiled in a 
quart of water to ten ounces, which is to 
-be run through a coarſe cloth, that admits 
the fine powder of the bark, and thisdecoc- 
tion is to be taken in 24 hours.

William Sugden, near Spital Square, in

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attentively obſerved, that at leaſt forty 
eight, out of fifty of theſe fevers, have ex- 
iſted in narrow courts and alleys; a cir- 
cumſtance which ſhould induce the pub- 
lic to promote every improvement, which 
tends to the airineſs and cleanlineſs of a 
great city: from a neglect of theſe circum- 
ftances, the dreadful fever at Naples be- 
came fo fatal : Sarconi, an able phyſician 
who reſided upon the ſpot, remarks, that the 
diſeaſe exerted its greateſt influence in the 
narrow parts of the city, where the miſc- 
rable peafants crowded from the country ; z 
but in Caſerta, famous for its winds and 


its lofty ſituation, this fever raged with 


much leſs violence and rapidity. 
When I have reflected upon theſe cir- 


cumſtances, I have often been furprized 


at the injudicious faſhion, which prevails 
through all parts of this metropolis, a- 
mongſt perſons of affluence, in chufing a 
reſidence in ſome confined court, without 
ventilation of air, or the vegetation of 
even one ſolitary ſhrub to purify it when. 
ſtag- 


ſtagnant. No man who regards his health, 
who can afford to refide in an open 
airy ſtreet, ſhould impriſon himſelf in a 
confined court; eſpecially where one end 
is terminated by walls, and the other by 
a ſtately gate; ; as if all the powers of art, 
and falſe taſte, were united to the deſtruc- 
tion of health and vigor (). 

If we conſider the ſalutary influence 
which a ſingle plant, in vegetation, pro- 
duces upon vitiated air, the old cuſtom of 
decorating a window with a flower pot and 
a myrtle, or a fragrant balſam, muſt ap- 
pear equally rational and ſalutary, and well 
worth the attention of thoſe individuals, 
who prefer the vitiated air of a court, to 
the freſh breeze of an open ſtreet ; which 
the remarks made by the worthy Preſident 
of the Royal Society, upon Dr. Prieſtley's 
ingenious experiments on air, will tend to 
confirm. * From theſe diſcoverics, we are 
oy ' aſſured, that no vegetable grows 1n vain,

In September I attended a young gen- 
tleman in Cornhill, whom I firſt viſited 
near the commencement of a fever, which 
from the ſymptoms at once characterized 
the putrid kind.

the confectio cardiaca, contrayerva, vola- 
tile ſalts, &c. till at length no fair inter- 
miſſion of the fever being likely to ſacceed, 
except an eternal one, as the ſkin grew 
drier and hotter, the tongue blacker, and 
no ſediment taking place in the urine, ne- 
ceſſity and conſcience urged me to give 
the bark, which was thus preſcribed:

I firſt ſaw this patient about the tenth 
day of a putrid fever: his pulſe was 1303 
his weakneſs was ſo conſiderable, and his 
tongue and teeth fo furred ; that he was 
incapable of articulating any thing diſtinct- 
ly; he was very deaf, and deſipient, or 
delirious, almoſt conſtantly, with a nauſea 
and frequent vomiting ; and his eyes were 
blood-ſhot and glaſſy, a ſymptom pathog- 
nomonic of the true putrid fever. I did 
not expect this worthy old man could ſur- 
vive many hours ; he had not ſlept for

the ſame time much ſolicitude for his re-

John Boſworth, in Glouceſter - Court, 
White-Croſs-Street, with his wife and two 
children, were in a very helpleſs ſituation, 
from the attack of a putrid fever, when I 
firſt viſited them, Dec. 18. Almoſt by force 
they were dragged from their miſerable 
beds, and taken into Moorfields ; and 
what ſurprized me much, on the 21ſt 

they attended the Diſpenſary in perſon, 
though they were ſo altered for the better, 
that 1 did not recollect them. 


I have known many other patients, who 
have been confined to their beds eight, 
ten, or twelve days, previous to my atten- 
dance, whence, at the beſt, a long linger- 
ing recovery could only be expected, but 
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from the mode of cure I have recom- 
mended, they have entered upon their re- 


ſpective occupations in five or ſix days, little 
emaciated or changed by ſo ſhocking a 
diſeaſe ; an event, which though difficult 

to 
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to account for, has always d me 


much pleaſure. 
The limits I meant to preſeribe. to this 


publication, will not permit me to inſert 
every inſtance of ſucceſs from the fore- 


going practice; and it is lefs neceſſary, 
from the ſimilarity in the ſymptoms of 
putreſcency ſubſequent i in the fevers I have 
already deſcribed: but, on the other hand, 


I apprehend, every unfortunate caſe ſhould _ 
be related with impartiality and minute- 


neſs, that ſuch circumſtances as appear to 
have augmented the danger, or produced 
the fatality, may be obviated in future ; 
by which new improvements in'the art of 
healing may be ſuggeſted, and the intereſts 
of medicine and of mankind, which are 
ſynonimous, thereby promoted. From theſe 
conſiderations, I was induced to relate 
the twenty-ſeventh and forty-ninth caſes, 
thoſe being the only inauſpicious events of 
the kind ; fince which two others, that hap- 


pened in Woodſtreet Compter, have fallen to 


my lot, and with them, and two caſes ſince 
com- 
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communicated to me, I ſhall cloſe this ſec- 
tion, as they ſeem to me to throw ſome 
light upon the treatment of fevers I have 


recommended, and clearly evince the neceſ- 


ſity there is of a free admiſſion. of air.

Rowell one of the miſerable captives 
above-mentioned, had been ſeized with a 
fever which continued its career, with in- 
creaſing vi violence ; and the exhibition of wine 


and beer, and even of bark, ſeemed to be 


in vain, as long as the greateſt of cordials 
and antiſeptics, vital air, was denied by the 
hard hands of mercileſs creditors. 
I made a very careful inquiry into the 
circumſtances which occaſioned the impri- 
ſonment of this unfortunate victim; and 
by the information I procured, I found he 
had been an induſtrious ſober huſband, 
ready to work upon all opportunities that 
offered, whereby he had ſupported for many 


years, 
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years, with irreproachable character, a wife 


and three children: ſome of theſe having 


lately been viſited with ſickneſs, his. expences 
unavoidably exceeded his earnings, and in- 
volved him in a debt of little more than 
three guineas to his landlord, to whom he 
offered his all, which would nearly have 
diſcharged the whole debt; but the hard 
hearted man choſe rather to throw this 
diſtreſſed family into Wood-Street Comp- 
ter, than accept any compenſation leſs than 


the full ſum due to him, And for ſuch 


a ſum, this affectionate huſband, this ten- 
der parent, this uſeful member of the com- 
munity, was ſacrificed at a period when his 
family ſtood in the greateſt need of his 
protection

Ruſſel's ſituation was ſtill more affecting: 
he had once known better days, having 


formerly been a reputable tradeſman on 
Lug- 
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Ludgate-Hill but, from circumſtances too 
ſhocking to relate, he was confined, for a 
ſum under three guineas, to the naked walls 
of a priſon, with a wife and five children, 


ſome of whom were helpleſs. The eldeſt, 
a girl about ſeventeen, was ſufficient by 
the elegance of her figure, and more fo by 
the filial care ſhe took of her parents, to 
ſoften any human breaſt; by her unwearied 
induſtry, the whole family had been ſup- 
ported during their ſickneſs and confine- 
ment, When I entered the impoveriſhed 
manſion of this diſtreſſed family, too late 
to ſee the huſband (*) in exiſtence, the

It would be injuſtice to the keeper of 
the Compter, not to mention his huma- 


nity, and readineſs to afford every aſſiſtance 
in his power, by ordering the fick priſo- 


ners to be ſupplied with wine, beer, or 


whatever diet I recommended. It was 


likewiſe a ſatisfaction, to obſerve the ſym- 


pathy of the priſoners in better health, 


who ſeemed to vie with each other in 


doing good offices for their diſeaſed aſſo- 
ciates in miſery; even cruel perſecution 
had not obliterated the natural feelings of 
humanity, which their perſecutors muſt 
certainly have loſt.

This caſe was communicated to me by 

my friend Surgeon Hurlock, and it ſo fully 

proves the neceſſity of exhibiting bark, 

without waiting for an intermiſſion of fe-

A pregnant woman, 28 years old, who 
daily expected to be brought to bed, was 
attacked on the gth of January with wan- 
dering rheumatic pains, eſpecially in her 
ſhoulders and arms; at which time ſhe 
had a diſpoſition to a diarrhæa. On the 
11th in the morning, ſhe was ſeized with 
a violent ſhivering, which was ſucceeded 
in the evening with labor-pains; but as 
ſhe was diſappointed in her midwife, the 
child was born without any afliſtance, 
and the mother ſuffered greatly by con- 
tracting freſh cold; a fever with increaſe 
of her rheumatic pains, and a diarrhza, 
enſued.

Jan. 14. The fever was very conſider-

SECT I 
- Speculations on Opium, with Caſes and 
Reflections. 


LROM the preſent uſe of opium, 
and its peculiar and ſometimes op- 
poſite effects as a medicine, its modus o- 
perandi has given riſe to a variety of the- 
ories, and excited inquiries reſpecting the 
matter upon which it is ſuppoſed to act. 


To inveſtigate cauſes, is as natural to 
the mind of man, as to view the pheno- 
mena of nature; and can we imagine this 
propenſity implanted in us, without ſome 
uſeful deſign? Or is it not, from a view of 
this kind, that the mind is ſupported under 
the tedious and laborious taſk of collect- 
ing facts? And while any one keeps within 
ſuch bounds, as to forſake, alter, or eſta- 
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bliſh his theory according to his facts, and 
not to wreſt his facts to coincide with a favo- 
rite preconceived opinion true philoſophy 
will never be injured, nor the intereſts of 
medicine thereby neglected. | 

It has been a received opinion, that a 
fluid is ſecreted in the brain, which is di- 
ſtributed by the nerves to every part of the 
body: but certainly this aqueous inelaſtic 
fluid, Boerh. inſtit. ſect.

rent in elaſtic fluids of preſſing quaquaver- 
ſum ; but contractility is found to ſubſiſt 
for a conſiderable time in the muſcles of 
animals thus treated; and this contractility 
is even increafed, the more the muſcles are 
divided (*).

But there is no evidence of ſuch 
inſpiſſation; on the contrary, if the blood 
ſuffers any change in its confiſtence from 
the uſe of opium, it becomes thinner and 
more rare (*), which probably arifes from 
the relaxation induced on the ſyſtem by its 
uſe.

Hence it is obvious, that the applica- 


tion of this remedy will be attended with 


many difficulties, as it is not eaſy to de- 
termine, before hand, how far the one or 
the other power will operate. 

Another difficulty that ariſes 1s, that 


the ſedative effects may go too far, and 


occaſion unexpected death; as there are 


ſame motions of the ſyſtem, which can- 


not be quieted by moderate doſes, nor in 
which the leaſt ſedative effe& can be pro- 
duced by any quantity, without inducing 
death itſelf. 
Thus a man, who, in general, can juſt 
bear half a pint of brandy, will not feel 
any effect from the ſame quantity when 
under a violent fit of the gout; even a 
pint and half has been tried without re- 
lief. Now if we puſh the brandy to a 
full doſe, to produce effect, it will alſo 
by that doſe deſtroy life intirely; and, 
with reſpect to opium, ſuch a. doſe as is 
barely ſufficient to remove pain, has in 
ſome inſtances proved ſuddenly fatal.

poſition. Theſe convulſive motions were 
always aggravated by exerciſe or talking, but 
they abated upon lying down, and perfectly 
ceaſed when aſleep.

After bleeding, bliſtering, the warm 
baths, and other remedies, had been fruit- 
leſsly attempted; the uſe of opium was 
recommended by an eminent phyſician.

Suſannah Taylor, aged 43, was admit- 
ted a patient to the General Diſpenſary in 
March 1773. She had enjoyed good health 
till about two years before, at which time 
ſhe was firſt ſeized with convulſive twitch- 
ings in the left ſide, accompanied with a 
moſt acute pain under the ſhort ribs, ſhoot- 
ing towards the region of the ſtomach. 
Theſe fits continued from half an hour to 
three hours at each attack, coming on 
mildly at their commencement, but in- 
creaſing in violence and pain to ſuch 
exceſs, as to excite convulſions through 
the whole day; under which the patient 


appeared to ſuffer the moſt excruciating

Cam- 
phor, in free doſes, was likewiſe uſeleſs; 
bark alſo, after long trial, and emetic tar- 
tar, were equally ineffectual. The cold, 
as, well as the warm baths, procured no 
reſpite, Fs 9 
I then reſolved to exhibit opium, firſt 
in ſmall, and afterwards in large doſes, as I 
found that not leſs than ten grains in 
twenty-four hours were ſufficient to quiet 
the convulſions ; this quantity ſucceeded, 
and relieved the patient from much miſery: 
the fits, however, now and then recurred“ 
at diſtant intervals; but, as often, this 
powerful ſedative quieted the violent com- 5 : 
motions, and reſtored tranquillity to the 
frame. - Throughout the periods of exhi- 
biting opium, I took particular care to in- 
* terpoſe 
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terpoſe laxative medicines at leaſt every o- 
ther day, leſt ſuch an accumulation of 
opium ſhould be formed in the primæ viæ, 
and ſyſtem, as might deſtroy not only the 
convulſions, but every function of the body 
alſo, as intimated in a preceding caſe. 

He was diſcharged from the Diſpenſary 
in good health, and continued free from 
any paroxyſm for ſome months afterwards; 
but I have been fince informed, that he 
was ſeized in his chair with an apoplectic 
fit, in which he ſuddenly expired, without 
the leaſt prelude of any complaint what-

- Sylvanus Reeves, of Water-Lane, Fleet- 


Street, aged 38, was carrying a load from 
one of the barges on the banks of the 


Thames, when, by the lip. of his foot, 


he had the misfortune to fall overboard 
into the river, out of which he was taken 
with ſome difficulty. 


After 
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After changing his cloaths, he did not 


perceive much occaſion of complaint; 
though he was ſenſible of a general ſore- 
neſs over his body, and particularly a flight 
ſtiffneſs in his neck, which he attributed 
to cold from the ducking, or to ſome bruiſe 
which he imagined he had received in his 
fall. | 

About three days after the accident, the 
rigidity was become ſo conſiderable, and 
the breathing ſo laborious, that, on the 18th 
of November 177 3, he was admitted a pa- 
tient in the Diſpenſary. I found the muſ- 
cles, on every fide the neck, as rigid as in 
a tetanus 3 three caſes of which I had ſeen 
in the Welt Indies, and two of them ter- 
minated favorably, by remedies very ſimi- 
lar to thoſe adminiſtered to the preſent pa- 
tient; whoſe breathing, and particularly 
his inſpiration, was ſhocking to obſerve ; 
the moſt violent hooping in the kink- 
cough, would be agreeable compared to 


it; inſtant ſuffocation ſeemed to await him, 


betwixt cach eſſay to cough. The vola- 
2 2 tile 
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tile liniment was ordered to be inceſſantly 
applied to the muſcles of the neck; the 
body to be kept laxative ; the febrifuge 
powder, grana xvi. to be taken every night; 
and one ounce of the miſtura ſpermatica 
volatilis, frequently. For two days this 
method was obſerved, with aggravation of 
the ſymptoms : indeed, in the ſecond e- 
vening when I, ſaw the patient, I relin- 
quiſhed all hopes of ſucceſs ; he was not 
quite inſenſible, but totally unable to utter 
a ſyllable ; his cheeks were ſunk, and his 
aſpe& was cadaverous. In this diftreſs I 
was determined to make ſome powerful 
effort, to avert the pangs of death. 
A bliſter was immediately applied to the 
forepart of the throat, deſcending to the 
breaſt; another bliſter to the back ; and a 
poultice of bread and milk and ſweet oil 
was applied round the throat. One drachm 
and a half of the elixir ſudorificum was 
inſtantly given; and, to eight ounces of the 


ſpermatic mixture, half an ounce of the 
: | | * ſudo-

ſudorific elixir was added, the whole of 
which was taken in twelve hours, 

The next day he was ſenſible and capa- 
ble of ſpeaking, but had not the leaſt 
conſciouſneſs of having paſſed over the pre- 
ceding day. Pg 

The bliſters had effect; the ſame inter- 
nal remedies were continued, and alſo the 
application of the poultice. In three days 
the diſeaſe became moderate; the cough 
increaſed, and a free. ex pectoration enſued ; 
the opiate was gradually diminiſhed, and 
the miſtura oleoſa volatilis ſubſtituted for 
his former mixture. 

On the fourth of December he was dif- 
charged, cured. 

The bliſters, in all probability, as well 
as the poultice, contributed to fave the 
life of the patient: the opiate alſo had, 
doubtleſs, a conſiderable ſhare in the be- 
nefit; it procured fleep, and probably tend- 
ed powerfully to remove the ſpaſm, and 
promote ſweat and expeQoraticn, theſe 
being the general effects of opium. How. 

L 3 ever, 
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ever, I think it muſt appear evident, that 
the life of this man was ſaved by the whole 
of this timely and ſpirited interpoſition.

Elizabeth Moſs, a girl of about 15 years 
of age, was attacked in the month of De- 
cember 1773 with a ſlow nervous fever, 
during the courſe of which ſhe had very 
little ſleep ; an anodyne was, therefore, re- 
commended ; but, through ſome miſtake, 
ſhe took about half an ounce of thebaic 
tincture, and almoſt inſtantly fell aſleep : 
in this ſtate ſhe continued, nearly motion- 
#1 leſs, a day and a night, but with a tole- 
1M rably free . reſpiration. I ſaw Her at this 
y period, and attempted to get ſome vinegar 
down her throat ; but ſhe appeared to have 
almoſt loſt the power of deglutition, and 
every ſenſation of the body ; however, by tea 
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ſpoonfuls, near half a pint of this acid was 
at length introduced, but no ſalutary effect 
reſulted therefrom : the application of vo- 
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latiles and bliſters to the body was equally 
ineffectual; and, in about twelve hours 
after my viſit, ſhe ceaſed to breathe. 

Vinegar has been recommended as an 
antidote to opium (”) ; but, where the ſe- 
dative quality of the latter has extended its 
influence over the ſyſtem, the uſe of vine- 


gar is then unavailing; and as the ſtomach 


loſes its ſenſibility, emetics do not ſtimu- 
late it to vomit, nor purgatives to move 
the inteſtines, ſo as to excite a diarrhea, 

In fevers, where the nervous ſyſtem is 
greatly reduced, a very ſmall quantity of o- 
pium proves ſedative ; in ſuch caſes, there- 
fore, too much caution cannot be recom- 
mended.

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SECT III. 


Obſervations on a Species of Leproſy, 


HE kind of leproſy, which is the 
ſubject of this ſection, is properly 
termed by Sauvages (), lepra ichthyoſis, 
the peculiar appearance of which is much 
better known 'than the method of cure : 
although it occurs frequently, it hath not 
been attended to with that accuracy, which 
a diſtemper ſo diſagreeable to the patient, 
as well as ſo difficult to remove, might de- 
mand, . 3 
At firſt it appears in red ſpots on the 
ſkin, of a roundiſh figure, which riſe up 
into ſenſible eminences, and, being ſcratch- 
ed, a fluid oozes out. When the cuticle 
becomes thin, they ſeem evidently more or 
WE: leſs

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leſs ſeparated, and then reſemble ſo many 
tranſparent ſcales, which generally do not 
fall off, *till a new cuticle is formed be- 
low, which in a little time riſes again in 
the ſame manner in a dry, ſcaly, cruſty 
eruption ; ſometimes confined to particular 
parts, at others occupying nearly the whole 
ſurface of the body, or removing from one 
part of it to another, without any evident 
cauſe; and, in ſummer, ſometimes intirely 
leaving the patient, and returning again in 
autumn, - or winter. 

So far as my obſervation. hath aſſiſted 
me, this loathſome diſeaſe does not de- 
pend on a particular diet, as ſeveral of 
a family have lived together on ſimilar 
food, where only one has been afflicted ; 
neither is it confined to any particular tem- 
perament. Though it uſually appears in 
both ſexes about the age of puberty, or, 
after that, towards the acme of life, in 
thoſe eſpecially of light colored hair, and 
ſmooth fine ſkin; yet it certainly is not 
contagious, as it ſubſiſts in individuals of 
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a family, without affecting the reſt, where 
no reſerye or precaution had been uſed in 
their communication. People advanced in 
years have it in leſs degree than the former, 
but no time of life is totally exempt from 
its attack. 

Beſides the preternatural appearance of 
the ſkin, no function ſeems interrupted or 
impaired, nor any other complaint evident, 
It would therefore appear to be purely a 
topical cutaneous diſeaſe, which probably 
ariſes from ſome affection of the ſecretory 
organs or glands of the ſkin (*). 

I am ſorry that J am obliged to make the 
next obſervation, that this is a very obſtinate 


diſeaſe; in which the moſt powerful ap- 


plications have often been tried for a con- 
ſiderable length of time, to no purpoſe. 
Some of theſe I ſhall enumerate, as it may 
not be improper to aſcertain how far our 
knowledge at preſent extends, with re- 
ſpect to ſuch remedies. 

The long uſe of purging by ſea water,

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as well as bathing in the ſame, and the 
uſe of other waters deemed alterative, have 
been tried in vain; and likewiſe various 
preparations of antimony and mercury, 
as the plumber's æthiops, ethiopic pill, 
James's powder, emetic tartar, and ſubli- 
mate corroſive mercury, aſſiſted with a 
decoction of ſarſaparilla and mezereon. 
Mercurials and antimonials have alſo been 
combined, with a view that the latter 
ſhould determine the mercury to the {kin ; 
but theſe have been followed by as little 
ſucceſs; even ſalivation proves ineffec- 
tual. Many topical applications have been 
alſo unſucceſsful : ſaccharum ſaturni, and 
other preparations of lead, and likewiſe 
thoſe of mercury, have been fruitleſsly at- 
tempted. I have known large bliſters ap- 
plied over this obſtinate eruption, and for 
ſome time afterwards the new ſkin appear- 
ed whole; but this afforded a temporary 
reſpite only, the diſeaſe returning again 

with its former violence. 
Although theſe active medicines have 
| thus 
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thus deceived us, we are not to conſider 
this diſeaſe as inflexible to every thing, 
and deſert remedies of leſs ſenfible powers, 
which may produce, by time, perſeverance, 
and proper application, what thoſe appa- 
rently more powerful are incapable to per- 
form, I have reaſon to make this obſer- 
vation, from the good effects which have 


| ſucceeded the exhibition of a ſubſtance 


of the vegetable claſs, the inner bark of 
the elm tree. The caſes of leproſy, of the 
ſpecies of ichthyoſis, which have hither- 
to occurred to me, ſome of which were 
violent, and the eruptions very general, 
have been cured by its uſe; on which ac- 
count I have ſeldom, of late, applied any 
other remedy. 

I am ſenſible that this remedy has been 


long in uſe, particularly as a topical appli- 


cation. In the medical tranſactions of the 
college, vol. 1. a very uſeful paper is in- 
ſerted by Dr. Lyſons, upon its efficacy in 
obſtinate eruptions ; and, indeed, one of his 


caſes had evidently the appearance of the 


lepra 


b 


lepra ichthyoſis, which was ſucceſsfully 


treated by the elm bark: but admitting 
theſe facts may in ſome meaſure aſcertain 
its utility in diſtempers of this claſe, yet 
as this vegetable was not adminiſtered a- 
lone, I preſume ſome additional obſerva- 
tions upon it will not be intirely uſeleſs, 
eſpecially when the importance of the 
diſeaſe, and the loathſome unhappy ſitua- 
tion of the patient it obviates, are conſi- 
dered. In ſuch inſtances to eſtabliſh a 
ſucceſsful mode of practice, may contri- 
bute as much to the intereſts of medicine, 
as ſubjects which may captivate more by 
their novelty. 

From the recommendation of a phyſi- 
cian, whoſe abilities and judgment are un- 
queſtionably great, J was induced in my 
earlier practice to apply to the juniper 
ſhrub, as the ultimate remedy in obſtinate 
eruptions; and the ſucceſs which I remark- 
ed from it, in the milder kinds of herpes 
and ſcorbutic eruptions, flattered-me to ex- 
pect the ſame ſucceſs in the leproſy : but 
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I haye been undeceived by experience, as 
will appear by the following caſes, which 
I have ſelected from ſeveral others, ſimilar 
in * progreſs and termination.

Jobn Cox, about 1 3 years of age, 
of a fair complexion and light colored 
hair, had been received into an Hoſpital 
for a leproſy, which had continued for a- 
bout three years, and occupied great part 
of the body, particularly the hands, arms, 
and legs. He took many different reme- 
dies, and was alſo ordered to uſe the warm 
bath. In the ſpace of fix months he was 
diſcharged without relief. In the month 
of March 1773, he was admitted to the 
General Diſpenſary; he was here ordered 
to take about a pint a day of the juniper 
decoction, for at leaſt a month, during 
Which time mercurials, antimonials, and 
nitre, were adminiſtered; and mercurial

and other ointments, as well as a ſolution of 
lead, were externally applied. : 

In the ſecond week the eruption was 
more favorable ; this was but temporary 
the diſorder appeared in a few days with 
its uſual aſpect. I now ordered three ounces 
of the decoction of elm bark to be taken 
every day, which, in a fortnight's time, 
produced a conſiderable change ; and, in 
about a month afterwards, his ſkin was 
ſmooth and free from any eruption.

Mary Broadfoot, a young woman of a 
fair delicate complexion, was admitted to 
the Diſpenſary in June 1773. The leprous 
eruption had extended over moſt of the 
body, but occupied with particular vio- 
lence the thighs, legs, neck and arms. 


She tried the: juniper decoction in vain, 


and mercurials were exhibited without ef- 
fe; tar water procured no relief; peru- 
vian bark was alſo given without ſucceſs ;

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the warm bath was uſeleſs; but after all 
theſe attempts, the uſe of the decoctum umi 
for three weeks, of which the took near a 
pint a day, reſtored the ſkin to its natural 
ſmoothneſs and ſoftneſs, void of that loth- 
ſome blemiſh, which had for a long time 
before been inflexible to medicine.

Hankiali Webber, a young woman aged 
21, in July 1773 obſerved an eruption on 
the arm, riſing in flattiſh, but ſenſible e- 
minences, of a red color, which gradually 
became covered with a white farinaceous 
ſcurf, and ſeemed afterwards to die away 
for a few days, when the ſame kind of e- 
ruption again ſucceeded, and thus continu- 
ed to diſappear and return till the ſeventh 
of February 1774, when ſhe was admit- 
ted to the Diſpenſary; at which time 
the eruption had extended to ſeveral parts 
of the body, particularly upon the legs,

the ſpace of three weeks, reſtored the ſkin | 


to its former ſmoothneſs : but the itching 
ſill continued ; on which account ſhe took 
the miſtur. nitroſa, with the other medi- 
cines ; and, in about two weeks afterwards, 
ſhe was diſcharged, without any blemith, 


although no change. reſpeing the menſes 


took place. 

In theſe, caſes the elm bark proved the 
only ſalutary remedy. — In ſome other in- 
ſtances I have given a drachm of nitre a 
day, with the appearance of advantage ; 
but I never found it of evident utility when 
taken alone. I have alſo tried ſeyeral ex- 
ternal applications, but none has been ſo 
uſeful as bees wax and olive oil, in cerate; 
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it ſoftens the dry ſcaly” et uptions, and ren- 
ders them much more tolerable to the pa- 
tient; but whenever this was applied, I 
ordered it to be waſhed off again with 
warm milk and water, previous to the 
freſh application of the cerate, left the 
former ſhould. have acquired any ranci- 
dy. 4e | le 

At the ſame time that the elm decoction 
is uſed, other circumſtances will doubtlefs 
be regarded; the body ſhould be kept rather 
laxative, and the patient ſhould live upon 
a larger proportion of vegetable diet, avoid- 
ing thoſe meats particularly chat are the 
leſt perſpitable. 

If the diſorder prove obſtinate, the de- 

coction ſhould be continued for ſome 
months. 
i Complaints which have long fubfiſted, 
though removed by proper aſſiſtance, may 
' ſooner recur again from habit; at leaſt this 
may contribute with other cauſes in pro- 
moting the return of this ſpecies of leproſy, 
at ſeaſons the moſt fayorable to its produc- 
tion; 
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tion; for ſometimes it ſeems. intirely re- 
moved in the ſpring, when the warmth of 
the weather increaſes with the year; and 
returns again with the returning cold, to- 
wards the concluſion of autumn. It would n 
hence be adviſeable to repeat this decoc- fil: 0 
tion, with the other precautions, at thoſe 
periods when the diſorder may be moſt ſuſ- 
pected, till the patient has a probable ſecu- 
rity againſt any future attack.

A Defence of Inoculation. |

T* ie thgenjous peck which 

appeared a few months ago in a 
periodical publication (), having engaged 
the attention of ſeveral readers, J have 
taken the liberty to inſert it here, previous 
to the defence of inoculation, to which it 
gave riſe; and I introduce it with more plea- 


ſure, as it contains the principal objections 


formerly urged with ſo much ſucceſs a- 


gainſt this practice, by the celebrated Dr. 


Raſt, of Lyons. 


The advantages reſulting from inocu- 
lation are the perpetual boaſt of the prac-

dical creed, that any heſitation reſpecting 
it may be deemed a kind of hereſy i in phy- 
fic. From the ſmalleſt glimmerings of 


doubt, however, have ariſen the higheſt 


ſplendors of knowledge; and theories, 
which caprice and antiquity have favored 
and eftabliſhed, would be utterly i impreg- 
nable, if ſome licence of doubting were not 
allowed, and if an appeal did not lie to 
obſervation and experiment. 

The ſucceſs of this e hath 
uſually been eſtimated by comparing the 
proportion of thoſe who die, to thoſe who 
recover, under the natural courſe of the 
ſmall-pox, with the proportion of deaths 
to ſurvivals under inoculation. But this 
I apprehend to be a mere ſophiſm. The 
fury of the peſtilence itſelf might proba- 
bly be mitigated by ſuch an artificial pro- 


ceſs ; but the proper inquiry in either caſe, 
is, whether the diſeaſe can be mitigated to | 
ſuch a degree, as to overbalance the miſ- 
chief which would ariſe from ſpreading the 
contagion. If a leſs number of deaths by

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the ſmall-pox, in proportion to the whole 


number of burials, has happened ſince the 


introduction of this mode of treating it 
than before, it will afford a ſtrong pre- 


| ſumption i in its favor, If a greater num- 


ber of deaths has occurred; the benefit will 
be more problematical : for if, upon the 
whole, more lives are now loſt to the com- 
munity by this diſorder than heretofore, 
it will be in vain to urge that individuals 


will find their account in adopting the 
| practice, becauſe the danger of infection is 


thereby increaſed. What is hurtful to the 
community at large, cannot generally be 


| beneficial to the members who compoſe 


that community; and if greater loſs be ſuſ- 


tained by inoculation than by permitting the 


diſeaſe its natural courſe, the abolition, ra- 
ther than the continuation, of that prac- 


tice, muſt be eſteemed a public benefit.” 


In all inquiries of this kind, the wider 
the field of obſervation, the 'more juſtly 


will the concluſions be founded. Inocu-

trary is admitted into his ingenious eſſay. 
The mind, that is guided by partial rea- 
ſoning⸗ is fruitful in raiſing expedients to 
overcome eyery obſtacle to its favorite 
view: thus, when the ſucceſs of inocula- 
tion had been eſtabliſhed by incontroverti- 
ble facts, objections of a different nature 
were ſurmiſed ; the riſque of ingrafting

It might naturally be pre- 
miſed, that as the number of burials by 
the ſmall-pox increaſed every year nearly 
progreſſively, the cauſe thereof can ſearcely 
be ſuppoſed to depend upon inoculation, 
as this practice has been ſteady and regu- 
lar ſince its introduction; eſpecially if we 
conſider that another infectious diſeaſe, 
the meaſles, hath increaſed in fatality in 
nearly the ſame proportions with the 
ſmall-pox, which muſt undoubtedly. ariſe 
from other cauſes, as inoculation; of the

this kingdom; and theſe cauſes, 1 preſume, 


are ſuch as equally influence both diſeaſes.

infants, and therefore, being of leſs bulk, 
propagate leſs contagion, which, added to 
its mildneſs, muſt diminiſh the quantity of

It is, however, indubitably evident 
from the bills of mortality, that more per- 


ſons take the ſmall-pox ſince the intro- 


duction of inoculation, than heretofore ; 
a fact which may eaſily be accounted for 
without referring to a ſucceſsful mode of 
eſcaping the fatality of that diſeaſe, if we 


reflect for a moment upon the total revo- _ 


lution which the old method of treating it 
has undergone, which will alſo explain 
why the increaſe of burials by the ſmall- 
pox has been ſo progreſſive ; every perſon 
is now acquainted with this innovation in 
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practice, which has been almoſt univer-- 
ſally adopted by the faculty. Though Sy- 
denham () practiſed and recommended the 
cold regimen alluded to, full as much as 
the moderns, yet, when inoculation was 
firſt introduced into England, the victims 
of the ſmall-pox were confined to their 
rooms, and obliged to undergo every pro- 
ceſs which has fince been found to aggra- 
vate the diſeaſe. , It is true, that by this 
injudicious treatment the variolous infec- 
tion might not be propagated ſo generally, 
and conſequently fewer deaths would oc- 
cur by the ſmall-pox, in proportion to the 
whole burials, while many more would 
fall by the diſcaſe itſelf in proportion to 
the number of thoſe who received it,

vation introduced in the treatment of the 
natural ſmall-pox, of expoſing the patients 
to the open air, and a leſs reſerved inter- 
courſe amongſt the community, with other 
cauſes to be related hereafter. How far 
this free communication is culpable, is not 
the ſubject before me; but as the increaſed 
deaths appear in part to ariſe from thence, 
a more guarded intercourſe would be equally 
humane and politic. | 

I. believe every candid judge, who is 
converſant with the ſubject of diſcuſſion, 
will admit that much more caution and 
reſerve are uſed by thoſe who practiſe ino- 
culation, than by thoſe who have the ma- 
nagement of the natural ſmall-pox.

ſmall-pox only, that hath undergone a very 
conſiderable revolution, but that of mana- 
ging many other diſeaſes alſo, particularly 
thoſe which have been marked by their fa- 
tality amongſt the human ſpecies. Theſe 
improvements in medicine, joined with 
thoſe which reſpect the internal policy of 
this metropolis, have been the means of 
preſerving many lives to the community, 
whereby more perſons are ſince undoubt- 
edly liable to undergo the ſmall-pox.

It may be ſuggeſted, that this improve- 
| ment in the management of children is

numbers of infant poor are now actually 
ſaved by modern charitable inſtitutions; 


that, beſides the Foundling Hoſpital, and 
the public and private charity-ſchools, two 


inſtitutions, called Diſpenſaries, relieve a- 
lone, in this metropolis, upwards of 5000 


ſick children annually ; if only one tenth of 
theſe objects be preſerved to the commu- 
nity, in conſequence of timely aſſiſtance, 
the amount of redeemed children is 500 


| annually ; if theſe take the natural ſmall- 


pox, at an average of one death in ſeven, 
then 41 more perſons in 500 will die every 
year by this diſeaſe than would have done, 
had not theſe uſeful charities exiſted ; but, 
provided theſe children had been inocu- 
lated, according to the faireſt calculations 


made in this kingdom, one only would 


have died, or 40 children out of every 


oo would have been added to the com- 
munity: of what i importance, therefore,

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would it be to government to interpoſe, 
in order to promote the ſalutary means of 
ſaving lives, by the more general inſtitu- 
tion of inoculation. Many children of the 
healthy laborious poor would thereby be 
preſerved to the ſtate, who, for want of 
proper advice and other neceſſaries, become 
tame ſpectators of a fatality which might 
ſo eaſily be averted. 

Within the ſpace of a few years, many 
lying-in hoſpitals have been eſtabliſhed ; 
in the lying-in charity alone, near 5000 
women are delivered annually at their own 
houſes, by perſons well inſtructed in the 
neceſſary branches of buſineſs, whereby 


not only many infants, but likewiſe many 
women, are ſaved, who live to the benefit 


of the ſtate by producing, a ſucceſſion of 
children, who, thus redeemed, live to un- 

dergo a newcalamity, the ſmall-pox, unleſs 

they embrace the ſalutiferous aid of ino- 
culation. 15 

Were the conſiderations already pro- 

duced of no force in this diſpute, let us 
* reflect 
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reflect upon the preſent mode of conduct- 
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ing inoculation, and we ſhall find that very 
few perſons undergo this operation in the 
metropolis, as hoſpitals or houſes of recep- 
tion are conſtructed in the neighbourhood 
of it from five, to five and twenty miles di- 
ſtant. This, if not a deciſive argument 
againft the probability of inoculation pro- 
e the increaſe of burials in London, 
is at leaſt a very preſumptive one in point.

Maitland, inoculated no leſs than 147 per- 
ſons in about two years; and, I preſume, 
it will be difficult to find two ſurgeons, 
who now inoculate ſo many out. of hoſ- 
pitals, in the ſame ſpace of time, in this 
city. How improbable then is it to ſuppoſe 
inoculation to be the cauſe of the progreſ- 
five incteaſe of deaths, when experience it- 
ſelf ſuggeſts, that the town air ſhould be 
avoided, and a country reſidence adopted, 
during the progreſs of the artificial man- 
pox ! 

Had the ingenious commander of the 
regiment of Aquitaine, the Chevalier de 
Chaſtelluz, been better acquainted with the 
internal policy of this City, and the vaſt.

partiality of relations, and the very dic- 
tates of humanity, would ſtrongly plead; 
as thereby a loathſome, and often fatal,

tants in this country; and therefore as a 
man, as a ſubject, as a fellow-citizen,

O the foregoing defence of inocula- 
1 tion, it may be added, as a melan-

When the natural ſmall-pox proves 
fatal, it is often attended with ulcerations 
in the throat, which probably extend 
down the bronchia, and thereby haſten 
the cataſtrophe; it occurred to me, there- 
fore, that mercury, by being determined 
to the glands about the throat, might 
accelerate this baneful ſymptom; but 
when'I recollected, that mercury appeared 
to act as an antidote to the variolous vi- 
rus, my fears vaniſhed, preſuming that 
this mineral might prevent or relieve an 
ulceration there from the ſmall-pox, as 
effectually as it does a ſimilar complaint 
from the venereal virus. I conſidered at 
the ſame time, that the hacknied notion 
of aſſiſting nature, though in many in- 
ſtances requiring reſtriction, might in the 
preſent admit of conſiderable latitude: 
there is ſcarcely a writer on the ſmall - 
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pox, but relies upon the ſpontaneous ſa- 
livation, as a ſheet-anchor in the con- 
fluent kind; and this encouraged me to at- 
tempt procuring, by artificial means, what 
nature confirms to be a moſt ſalutary 
diſcharge, although ſhe is nn un- 
able to excite it.

The repetition of mercurial ointment 
upon flannel had been neglected; for 
which I was the more concerned, as, du-

cumulation of phlegm or mucus in the

Upon this ſubject, the principal doubts 
to be aſcertained are, what emetic is the

The ſame reaſons which indicate bleed- 
ing in the hooping cough, are equally 
applicable with reſpect to bliſters; as, 
beſides the opprefſed breathing, and the 
fever, it appears, by diſſections, that a 
confiderable inflammation is ſometimes ex- 
cited in the thoracic viſcera, and particular- 
ly in the pleura and tunic of the lungs.

mitted, T would conſider how far his 


practice has ſuſtained the teſt of ſucceed- 
ing experiments, the only criterion which 
ſhould give ſanction to any remedy em- 
ployed in the healing art. 

Soon after this publication appeared, 
the hooping- cough became frequent in the 
neighbourhood of Settle, in Yorkſhire; the 
diſeaſe, therefore, engaged the attention 
of a Surgeon-Apothecary, reſident in that 
town, whoſe diſtinguiſhed character and 
reputation will add weight to the ob- 
ſervations I ſhall make upon this ſubject, 
and with whom I had the ac af- 
terwards to reſide. 

Abraham Sutcliff, the gentleman I al- 
lude to, found the mode preſcribed by 
Dr. Burton extremely troubleſome to 
children, who are the uſual victims of the 
hooping-cough ; this induced him to a- 
dopt the following form, without chang- 
ing the qualities of the remedies em- 
Ployed:

This was given in ſmall doſes, three 
or four times a day, which were gra- 
dually increaſed, till a ſlight ſtrangury was 
excited; and then the doſe was dimi- 
niſhed, or taken at more diſtant intervals, 
The ſtrangury uſually came on about the 
third day; and the hooping ſeldom con- 
tinued above fix days from the firſt ex- 
hibition of this medicine, Though it 
ſometimes ſucceeded without exciting any 
ſtrangury, it generally produced its ſalu- 
tary effe& ſooner, when that circumſtance 
came on, whether the bark was joined 
with the cantharides or not. |

Univerſal experience confirms this fact, 
that no one remedy is. adviſeable in every 
ſtage of a diſeaſe ; to ſay a medicine can- 
not do harm in a violent diſeaſe, is to ſay 
it can do but little good: it is, there= 
fore, not my view to recommend the in- 
diſcriminate uſe of the compoſition I have

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was ſurprizingly bloated ; the miſerable in- 


fant was inſomnolent, reſtleſs, and often 


ſeized with ſudden ſtartings, and light 


convulſive twitchings ; the belly was hard, 
ſwelled, and coſtive.

William Brabham, 14 years old, had 
been ill of the hooping-cough near two 
months; and, though it had doubtleſs been 
violent, no aſſiſtance had been adminiſter- 
ed; and he fell a victim to diſeaſe and 
neglect ſoon after | entered this miſerable 
houſe. | 

Suſannah Brabham, eight years of age, 
had been attacked with the hooping-cough 
about three months ago, and it ſtill con- 
tinued violent, with fever, expectoration of 
bloody matter, and vaſt proſtration of 
ſtrength ; though the hooping was leſs 
frequent than it had been about a month 
ago. | | 

Elizabeth Brabham, aged fix years, was 
attacked with the hooping cough ſoon 
after Suſannah : it had reduced her to the 
loweſt degree of ſtrength ; the hooping was 
almoſt perpetual, with expeQoration of 

2 phlegm, 
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phlegm, and a conſiderable diſcharge of 
blood ; the pulſe was frequent, the face 
bloated, and the fever high. 

Mary Brabham, a child of three years 
old, was not leſs reduced in ſtrength by 
the hooping-cough than the preceding ; 
and the duration and violence of the ſymp- 
toms of the Mes. were likewiſe fimi- 
lar. 

Flora Brabham, five years old, had the 

hooping - cough full as bad as her ſiſters, 
with a prolapſus ani; and a violent diarrhæa; 
a copious expectoration of blood was like- 
wiſe diſcharged after the pertuſſile fits; 
her belly was hard, unequal, and enlarged, 
but the urine was not obſtructed. 
John Brabham, about twenty months 
old, had hooped near a fortnight ; but, al- 
though the fits were frequent, no blood 
was ejected. 

The family reſided in Flower: de-Luce 
Court, Cow-Croſs, a ſituation remarkably 
confined and filthy; the parents of theſe 
| unhappy children were ill at the fame

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time of nervous fevers; and in this diſtreſs, a 


girl was the only attendant, who was like- 
wiſe ſeverely attacked by the hooping- 


cough ; I was therefore doubtful whether 
this whole family would not ſoon follow 
the deceaſed William I have juſt men- 
tioned. I took care to procure ſame cu- 
linary ſuccours for them, and ordered them 
to be daily conveyed into the air, near 


Iſlington. 
They were each of them directed to take, 


two or three times a week, ſuch a quan- 
tity of the miſtura emetica, as would excite 


a mild vomiting ; and, whenever they were 


coſtive, proper doſes of the lit ecco- 


proticus were given. 
From one ounce to two drachms of the 
following mixture, proportioned to the 
ages of the patients, was preſcribed, to be 
taken three times a day:

For ſeveral days afterwards I did not

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ſee this family; but ſome of the pupils of

I repeated my viſit in the 
beginning of April, and found every pa- 
tient free from the hooping-cough, and 
nearly void of complaint: the patients were 
alſo capable of attending their family, and 
returning health ſmiled upon theſe impo- 
veriſhed objects; moſt, if not all of whom, 
were probably ſaved by this critical inter- 
poſition. 
The bark decoction . was now or- 
dered to be taken a few days longer. 
Suſannah Clarke, a girl, who as JI have 
already mentioned waited upon this family, 
while ſhe labored under the hooping-cough, 


| likewiſe recovered by the uſe of the ſame 


medicines ; but as' ſhe had more ſtrength, 
and complained of pain in the fide, ſhe was 
bled, which removed the pain, and greatly

CASE XXV. 


Hannah Whitehead, aged two years, 
was admitted to the Diſpenſary on the zoth 
of March 1774. She had then a hooping- 
cough, which recurred uſually about ſeven 


or eight times a day: in theſe paroxyſms ſhe 


ſometimes expectorated; the face was bloat- 
ed, and the abdomen ſwelled; a fever was 
almoſt conſtant at night, which, with the 
cough, allowed her very little ſleep; a 
diarrhæa at length enſued, which, with 
the pertuffile ſymptoms, reduced her to chan 
loweſt ſtate of exiſtence.

This plan I attempted with a view to

Margaret M Donald, a child about three 
years old, was attacked with the hooping- 
cough in March 1772, and ſhe had then 
labored A month under the diſeaſe. On

the fourth of April ſhe was worſe, and 
became much emaciated, and the cough 
was almoſt inſupportable, ſo that in each 
ſpaſm her parents thought ſhe would have 
been ſuffocated : the pulſe was weak, and 
not ſo quick as might be expected from 
the age and diſeaſe of the patient, but this 
I attribute to the child's being worn out 
with fatigue ; reſpiration was performed 
with difficulty the laſt week, but the belly 
was ſoluble and not large. As ſhe had 
never been bled, three ounces were taken 
from her arm this day: a bliſter was ap- 
plied to the ſtomach, and a draught, 
wherein were twenty drops of ipecaco- 
anna wine, and ten drops of tincture of 
caſtor, was exhibited every four hours. 

The bleeding inſtantly relieved her 
breathing ; but this dawn of hope did not 
laſt long, for on the 1 5th, about ten in 

the morning, ſhe died. 
On examining the cheſt and abdominal 
viſcera, the latter did not ſeem to have 
been inflamed ; the omentum had but lit- 
tle 
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tle fat upon it, and the ſpleen was longer 
than 1 think is uſual in ſuch young ſub- 
jects: upon raiſing the ſternum, the lungs 
were inflamed, and the right lobe adhered 
firmly to the pleura in every part, and the 
left in leſs degree, but it was ſmaller than 
the other conſiderably. —The ſubſtance of 
the lungs, allowing for inflammation, ap- 
peared in every other reſpect ſound.

T% John Hinginbothom, a healthy boy of 
. ſeven years old, had the hooping-cough in 
September 1773, which continued growing 
worſe till the fixth of October following, 
when he had the misfortune to break his 
thigh : after proper chirurgical care was 
taken of the limb, I found the hooping- 
| cough very violent, which gave me the 
more uneafineſs, as I ſuſpected the convul- 
ſive coughing would produce pain, and diſ- 
place the fractured limb; and ſo it proved;

difficult, and on the eleventh he died. 
He had never been bled till I ſaw him, |

and had oily draughts, with four grains of 
nitre in each, every fix hours, for the firſt 4 | 
three days ; after which, others made of il 
ſpermaceti, with half a drachm of oxymel 
of ſquills, and ten drops of tincture of caſtor 
in each, were ſubſtituted. Upon opening 
the thorax, ſoon after he died, the lungs 
were remarkably large, and appeared as if 
inflated with wind; there were ſeveral ad- 
heſions to the pleura, particularly on the 
left ſide near the ſpine. The pericardium 1 
was very full of liquor, ſomewhat of the l 
color of ſerum, ſeparated from the blood of If 1 
a bilious conſtitution; when the abdomen $1120

but perhaps this might be owing to the 
body being inſpected a few hours after 
death; he had a bubonocele on the right 
fide, but which I am certain was un- 
connected with the fatal diſeaſe, as the 
protruded interocele was as little inflam- 
ed with blood as any other part of the 
Inteſtinal tube. 8 
Neither of theſe caſes will, I preſume, 
forbid bleeding in the firſt ſtage of the chin- 
cough; and, I aſſure you, for theſe ten 
years paſt I have been very partial to that 
operation, as I have ſeen much benefit re- 
ſult therefrom ; but, when the malady con- 
tinued eight or ten weeks, phlebotomy, if 
not injurious, appears to have been of lit- 
tle ſervice. 

In young children, when the arms are 
fat, it is ſometimes impracticable to let 
blood from that part; under which circum-

the operation three or four times.— I have 


not ſeen many die of the hooping-cough, 


ſtrictly ſpeaking, and very few, ceteris pa- 


ribus, out of the number that have been 


bled, at its commencement ; but numbers 
are carried off by its conſequences, and 
which are ſometimes owing, I doubt, as 


much to the phyſical treatment as the diſ- 
cafe.— May not the evacuating antiphlogi- 
ſtic regimen, with the abſtemious diet ge- 
nerally enjoined here, give riſe to univerſal 
debility, maraſmus, and the more flow, 
but as certain in its effects, hectic ſcrophula 
in ſome conſtitutions ? 
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Medical Caſes and Reflections.

2 woman of about forty years of age, reſi- 


ding at Stratford, conſulted me on account 


of a tumor that appeared a few years be- 
fore in the left breaſt, and had gradually 
ſpread into an ulqer of a, cancerous aſpect; 
which diſcharged a thin ichorqus matter, 


and excited violentJancinating pains through 


the mamma, and in the neighbouring parts. 


In every other reſpect ſhe enjoyed pretty 
good health, excepting the languor and a- 
tonia, which reſulted from the acute pain, 
and fœtid diſcharge. Although I enter- 


tained very little expectation of curing the 
cancer, I nevertheleſs recommended, the

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liberal uſe of Hemlock; as affording more 
flattering proſpects than any other medi- 
cine I knew of. The ulcer was often bath- 
ed with an infuſion of hemlock, and ſhe 
took about half a drachm of the cicuta 
powdered. every day, for about a fort- 
night, when I again, faw her: I found 
that ſome mitigation of the pain in the 
breaſt was perceptible; and that the ichor 
was” more cw os of a better con- 
fiſtencee. 

But as I had ue detec ineffec- 

tual, after it had at its firſt! applica- 
tion promifed ſucceſs, I conld not a- 
void ſuſpecting the preſent advantage as 
merely temporary and ſpecious; I, there- 
fore, adviſed her to conſult my valua- 
ble friend, Surgeon Wathen, as a man

While ſhe ufed the powdered cicuta, 
the infuſion, or tea of hemlock, was drank

frequently applied to the diſeaſed breaſt ; 
as, I think, I have ſeen evident benefit re- 


ſult from the external uſe of this vegeta- 
ble. I am not averſe to confeſs, that hem- 
lock often proves ineffectual in cancerous 
diſeaſes; but till we are aflured of ſome- 
thing more ſucceſsful and innocent, we 
ſhould not totally explode an article from 
the materia medica, which ſometimes cures 
when no other can be depended upon: 
though it be not adequate to the bias of 
its patron, Dr. Storck, of curing almoſt 
every cancer, it cannot be eee as 
effecting nothing. | 

Whenever the powder can be procured, 
it ſhould: be preferred to the extract, this 
being more liable to change by keeping, 
as well as leſs certain in its doſe; both 
which are avoided by exhibiting the pow- 
der: why the faculty ſo generally prefer 
the extract I am not able to aſſign a reaſon.

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An ulcer of the lip, of a cancerous aſpect, 


cured by hemlock, 


Jane Egbin, aged 56, was admitted 
into the Diſpenſary on the fourth of Auguſt 
1773, for an ulcer of the under lip of a 
cancerous appearance : it had continued 
rebellious againſt a variety of applications 
for the ſpace of ſeveral years; and, though 
at the commencement of the complaint, 
about ten years ago, it was troubleſome 
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a only from a hardneſs and dryneſs juſt per- 
| ceptible in the. lip, with fight ſhooting 
. Pains in the neighbouring parts, it be- 
came at length very much enlarged, and 
ſpread into an ulceration, which occupied 
the whole inferior lip, extending internally 
as far as the gums, diſcharging a thin fetid 
ichor, exciting violent lancinating pains 
about the face, and rendering the habit of 
the patient much emaciated. 3 
I ordered ten grains of the hemlock, in 
powder, to be taken three times a day; 
and, in the ſpace of a week, the addition 
of a few diſhes of hemlock tea, firſt to be 
made weak, and gradually to be increafed 
in ſtrength. The ulcer was dreſſed with 
the following cerate twice a day; and, pre- 
vious to the freſh dreſſing, the part was fo 
be fomented with a decoction of hemlock, 
to waſh off any remains of the former dreſ- 
ſing, which by a long continuance might 
acquire a pernicious rancidity.

This plan ſtrictly purſued for the ſpace 
of a month, greatly mitigated the pains, 
changed the thin ichorous diſcharge into 
well digeſted matter, and gave the edges 
of the ulcer a diſpoſition to heal. 

As I have ſometimes obſerved that this, 
as well as every other powerful remedy, 
becomes leſs efficacious by conſtant repe-

Martha Gibſon, a young woman, 19 
years old, was admitted to the Diſpenſary 
on. the 18th of January 1774. She had 
been liable, upwards of two years, to very 
uneaſy ſenſations of pain about the ſto- 
mach, and lower parts of the back; and 
particularly. in her head, where it was 
ſevere, and almoſt inceſſant, not having 
experienced one whole day's reſpite from 
its attack within the above ſpace.

Some account of a deaf perſon, who under» 
ſtood the motion of the lips. 


e Humphry, aged 66, was admit- 
ted * the eighth 1774, for an aſth- 
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matic complaint. About 45 years ago this 
perſon loſt his hearing, without any evi- 
dent cauſe, though he obſerved, that a- 
bout that time he had received very hard 
treatment from his father, who frequently 
beat him ſeverely about the head; beſides 
which he had ſuffered ſeveral accidents, 


and particularly had fallen from a horſe 
once or twice: theſe circumſtances, how- 


ever, did not appear to produce any imme- 
diate effect on his hearing. | 

He {till recollects having heard ſounds, 
and what. impreſſions they formerly pro- 
duced upon him; and he now ſeemed to 
have a diſtinct notion of the different man- 
ner in which the ſenſes are affected by the 
application of different objects: certain 
joud noiſes he is capable of hearing di- 
ſtinctly, particularly thoſe of drums or 


guns, and the tunes of the former he can 


even diſtinguiſa; but unleſs he ſee whence 
theſe noiſes proceed, he cannot form any 
idea of their vicinity to him: from this 
circumſtance, although he knows the roll -

ing bf a coach, he has been often in danger

When he ſtands on a 
boarded room, the leaſt rap or ſtroke on 
the floor, or on a table near him, is clearly 
heard ; but if a noiſe equally loud be made, 
on any body ſuſpended by a ſtring, uncon- 
nected with the floor, he cannot perceive 
the ſound ; or if he ſtand on a ſtone or 
marble hearth in the ſame room, he is in- 
capable of hearing, except a very conſide- 
rable noiſe be made, ſufficient to ſhake the 
hearth. 

When he ſtops both ears and ſhuts his 
mouth, it produces no effect upon his 
hearing : if he take the end of a ſtick 
between his teeth, he perceives the leaſt 


ſtroke made upon it, but the ſound of words 


carinot be communicated along the ſtick.

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I examined his ears carefully, without 
being able to diſcover any unuſual appear- 
ance ; they had, indeed, ſome wax in them, 
but ſyringing them did not alter his deaf- 
neſs. 

His wife converſes with him, with great 
facility, by the motion of her lips, which 
ſhe does by ſpeaking ſlowly, and opening 
her mouth pretty wide; and any other 
perſon, by a little practice, may acquire 
the fame method of converſing with him, 
to which purpoſe it is neceſſary to be ſitu- 
ated exactly facing him; even his wife is 
obliged to adopt this precaution. At my 
third viſit he was capable of underſtanding 
my motions tolerably well ; though, when 
I firſt ſaw him, they were totally unintel- 
ligible.
